Purchase and 
Storage of 


Canned Hams 


Gail Edwards, 
Ext.

When you purchase a can- 
ned ham, be sure to read and 
follow the storage directions. 
As their labels indicate, can- 
ned hams require refrigera- 
tion. If teft unrefrigerated 

_for more than four hours, 
they could be dangerous and 
- should be discarded. 

Canned hams which 

‘require refrigeration are 

pasteurized - not sterilized- 

products. Pasteurization 
‘lowers the number of 
spoilage organisms present 
ina product, but does not 
_ reduce it to zero, Refrigera- 
: tion is necessary to keep the 
_remaining organisms from 
‘ multiplying. Ifa canned ham 
‘is held at reom temperatur, 


these organisms can grow, 
making the product unfit for 
consumption. The recom- 
mended storage time for an 
unopened canned ham is six 
months. Once opened, it 
should be kept refrigerated 
and used within a week. 

When cooking your ham, 
you might baste it with 
gingerale, pineapple juice, 
or apple cider. Or you may 
want to use a glaze of i% 
cups brown sugar, 2 
teaspoons dry mustard and 
¥s cup bread crumbs. Gar- 
nish with cranberries and 
orange slices or cherries and 
pineapple slices. 

Canned hams may also be 
sliced into 1 inch slices 
before cooking and covered 
with sliced apples, oranges 
or cranberries sprinkled 
with brown sugar or honey. 
You could also cover the 
ham slices with slices of 
canned pineapple, apricots, 
plums, prunes, peaches, 
cherries or raisins

over, their defended home 
territory is only 100 yards 
across. 

While many birds migrate 
out at the first hint of cold 
weather, the chickadee stays 
with us. How this miniature 
ball of feathers survives the 
cold amazes many people, 
since they feed largely on in- 
sects and insect eggs. One 
source states that plant lice 
seem to be a favored food. 

If you spend any time out- 
of-doors, the chickadee will 
soon find you. When I work- 
ed in the woods years ago, 
they were always around 
and their chickadec-uco<dee 
could be heard between 
strokes of the saw. Sitting 
in a deer blind, they will land 
on hats or gun barrels. On a 
cold day, their warm feet are 
in sharp contrast to the air 
temperatures. For many, 
their arrival at a feeder 
helps to bring cheer into the 
cold of winter and for skiers 


or showshoers, the’ 


chickadee no doubt reaffir- 
ms the existence of life in the 
otherwise frigid landscape.

prohibit sand dune mining on 144 
acres along Lake uichan near 
Bridgman. 

The lawsuit, filed in conjunction 
with Hope for the Dunes and the 
Michigan Environmental Protection 
Foundation, asks the Ingham Coun- 
ty Circuit Court to set aside a 
mining permit issued to the Martin- 


Marietta Corporation by the 
Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC) 


A temporary restraining order 
was issued against the permit pend- 
ing a trial on the issues. 

Martin-Marietta officials said the 
mining plan is in accordance with 
the law and would not destroy the 
dune or harm the environment. 


They said 109 acres outside of the — 


mining area, including a_ barrier 
duns, would be a buffer zone. 

Also they said the sand dune act 
allows ‘‘responsible development of 
a natural resource vital to 
Michigan’s economy”. The dune is 
uniquely suited to its industrial 
purposes, the company added. 

Kelley called the mining site, 
located north of the Warren Dunes 
State Park, one of the most impor- 
tant dune areas along the whole 
Lake Michigan shore. 

“No other place along Michigan’s 
coastline shows greater diversity in 
vegetation,’ he said. 

The vegetation represents a suc- 
cession of stages, with overlapping 
of northern and southern species. 
The company permit requires it to 
revegetate the area after mining.

Kelley Joins Suit Against 
Sand Dune Mining 


Warren M. Hoyt, Executive Director, MPA 


attorney for Hope forthe Dunes and 
the MEPF, said, “If these sand 
dunes and the unique values they 
represent cannot be saved from the 
ravages of mining, then there is no 
sand dune in the state of Michigan 
or in the entire Great Lakes area 
which can be protected.”’ 

The lawsuit alleges procedural 
irregularities by the NRC in issuing 
the permit; the permit is against the 
great weight of evidence and mining 
would violate the Environmental 
Protection Act and the Sand Dune 
Protection Management Act. 

Dilley said alternatives exist; 
other inland sources of sand should 
be used as well as dredged sand from 
recycling, alter- 
native technology to reduce the 
amount of sand needed in foundry 
processes, use of dune sands already 
allowed by permit and use of dune 
sands not designated by the Dept. of 
Natural Resources as special areas, 

Donald Wilson, president of Hope 
for the Dunes, said botanists have 
concluded that the dune area has a 
diversity so spectacular it should be 


’ saved from destruction. 


The permit was issued in Decem- 
ber with mining authorized to begin 
this month. The Dept. of Natural 
Resources had initially recommen- 
ded denial of a permit in 1979, but in 
July a hearings officer recommen- 
ded approval. 

Ken Sikkema, executive director 
of the West Michigan Action Coun- 
cil, said the action is a test, case Lo 
determine if the sand dune protec- 
tion law will be rendered ineffective. 

The council is pledging financial 
aid and political support for the 
suit,

Butalthough the machines change 
nuclear power is on the energy fore 
front that steam power held a century 
wo Dolza sees a disheartening 
similarity between his father’s time 
and today’s fight against nuclear 
power. : 

“The opposition to nuclear pawer 
In very, very harmful’ he says. With 
the price of nmported energy, keepine 
these nuclear plants from bemg vom- 
pleted is just plain criminal” 

He ports out that Iiily paid a high 
price for a similar mistake long ago. 
when 10. and 15-year-old children 
were forced to work in underground 
sulfur mines. 

“These youngsters died of tuber: 
culosis caused by malnutrition, no 
ventilation in the tunnels and sulfur 
dioxide.” he says. Meanwhile, Amert- 
can ingenuity found a way to Inject 
steam into the ground, melt the 
sulfur and make tt float through near 
by wells to aboveground collectors. 
This technique. besides discarding 
the dangerous child labor, was more 
economical.

Another Bit 
of History 


About our Area 


Did you know that the first 
railroad locomotive that 
ever sounded the blast of a 
whistle in Grayling was the 
“North Pole?’’ Locomotives 
were named instead of num- 
bered in early times. There 
were three locomotives that 
used to run between Bay City 
and Grayling - all wood bur- 
ners- The North Pole, North- 
ward, and the Grizzly Bear. 

Did you know that in 1917 
the Public Domain Dept. of 
the State decided to turn the 
Hanson State Game Reserve 
into a pheasant breeding 
farm and intended to remove 
the elk and deer. Mr. Phelps 
who had wonderful success 
with the animals was trans- 
ferred back to Mayville. The 
new arrangements were 
placed in the hands of a bird 
expert of New Jersey. At 
that time there were eleven 
elk and thirty deer in the 
preserve. A little research 
into the history of the area 
proves that this undertaking 
was nota success. 

Another unsuccessful un- 
dertaking by the boys in 
Lansing headed by State 
Game Commissioner John 
Baird was to sign a contract 
for sixty head of Norwegian 
Reindeer in 1921. Michigan 
was going to try the feasi- 
bility of raising reindeer on 
eutover land in order to 
replenish the State’s meat 
supply. Three Laplanders 
came with the reindeer to 
watch over them until state 
men could be trained in the 
art of raising the animals. 
The box car loads of reindeer 
were unloaded at the Sand- 
hill curve north of Grayling. 
They were herded into the 
fenced in area West of the 
railroad tracks. 

Evidently the area wasn’t 
suitable for raising reindeer 
as part of the herd died, 
Later the remaining rein- 
deer were moved to the Up- 
per Peninsula where the 
results were the same. I was 
present during the unloading 
of the beautiful animals at 
the Sandhill Curve. 

Another interesting item 
dug out in my many hours of 
reading was this fact. In 1963 
an inquiry as to Grayling’s 
elevation above sea level 
resuited in the Avalanche 
calling the U.S. Geological 
Survey which came up with 
the information that the 
marker located at the side- 
walk corner of Peninsular 
and Michigan Avenue 
described as the south cor- 
ner of the courthouse lawn, 
“now the bank corner”’ 
marks an elevation of 
1,140.854 feet above sea 
level. The markers which 
are located all over the coun- 
try in various places, do not 
carry the numbers, as they 
were permanently imbedded 
before the measurements 
were completed. 

In the first paragraph of 
my story on Cedar Street I 
stated that ‘I will probably 
miss some of the places that 
were located along the 
way.’ To all my critics, Lam 
happy to hear that you are 
reading the articles. Now 
why don’t you sit down and 
write about our wonderful 
area. 

When you look through the 
Avalanche each week, take 
time to read the R.S.V.P.
